Paris—0>5—The duke of Windsor 


is considering a journey to soviet 
Russia to balance his recent tour 
of nazi Germany, a person close to 
the royal party said tonight. 


The purpose of such a journey, 


it was said, would be to show the 
world that the former 
king of 


England plays no politics. It would 
be an extension of his European 
labor survey and might also include 
Scandinavia. Europe's neutral zone. 


For {he momen.t however, the 


duke's plans were said to be left in 
the air by his own abrupt post- 
ponement of his journey to 
the 


United States. 


Previously a 
member 
of 
the 


duke's suite said one reason for 
that postponement was the feeling 
of some members nf the royal par- 
ty that United States officials had 
taken a "lukewarm attitude" to- 
ward the former king's visit. He 
refused to confirm a report 
that 


the duke telephoned King George 
before the postponement. 


Close advisers of the former king 


of England were said to have felt 
that there was a "lack of enthusi- 
asm" on the part of Washington 
officials. This, coupled with Ameri- 
can ^labor leaders' criticism, was] 
considered to make it advisable t 
call off the journey. 


A spokesman for the America 


embassy said that Ambassador Wil 
liam C. Bullitt already had calle 
on the duke and duchess to sa 
goodbye before the postponemcn 
decision was made known. 


The ambassador arrived at th 


Windsors' hotel at 10 a. m. Frida 
and was met in the lobby by Lieu 
tenant Dudley Forwood. "the" duke" 
equerry. Together they went up t 
the Windsors' apartments. Two am 
a quarter hours later the ambassa 
dor came'downstairs alone and lef 
the hotel.

Gerhart Segar, formerly of the Ger- 


man Reichstag and afterwards a prison- 
er under Hitler for nine months, now 
editor of a German language newspaper 
printed at New York, in his discussion and 
exposure of the deadening effects of Naz- 
ism closes his address with the admoni- 
tion: 


"Protect your great country from the 


fate of Germany and dictatorship." 
Germany 
and 
Nazism are far, far 


away. That is the principal reason we do 
not view them clearly. 
They seem to 


most of our people as located on Mars. 
But they aren't far away to Mr. Segar, and 
although the inborn affection for his na- 
tive land burns warmly within him his 
admiration for American 
constitutional 


freedom appears supreme. 


He calls attention of his audiences to 


the "Protective Custody Law," enacted 
under Hitler, whereby if one of the secret 
police or a Nazi party member declares 
he "suspects a citizen of contemplating" 
an act against the government the sus- 
pected person may be put in jail indefin- 
itely since he may only be brought to 
trial at the pleasure of the government. 


This law did not originate with Ger- 


many. It was recognized as indispensable 
to dictators long before the German em- 
pire was created. And its very existence 
is proof of how all people pay attention 
to mere forms, since the law is in reality 
an abolishment of all law. 


It is bad enough when men may be 


arrested upon mere suspicion but when 
they are subject to arrest for being sus- 
pected of having in mind the commission 
of a wrong freedom has been effectually 
abolished. 


Perhaps it is time for the American, 


who toys and fiddles with a lot of poli- 
tical sophistries that depend upon making 
the courts an adjunct of the executive or 
scrapping the constitution entirely, to ask 
himself when in the sixty known centuries 
of the human race, and where among the 
multitude of nations that have existed, a 
dictatorship ever produced anything in 
the garden of humanity but the black 
weeds of despair and wretchedness? 


And when the mind is convinced that 


the dictatorship must at all hazards be 
avoided let the citizen then ask himself: 
How can such avoidance be made certain 
excepting through independence of our 
three branches of government? 


No one knows better than Mr. Segar 


that the German republic was dead, and 
with it the liberty of the German people, 
just as soon as those in power were able to 
effectually scrap the constitution.

vitamin B is the cause of a kind of 
slow paralysis, called polyneuritis. 
multiple neuritis or be_riberi. This 
disease has been endemic or widely 
prevalent in oriental countries and 
still is common in China, Japan, the 
Philippines, India and Africa, and 
it occurs to some extent in South 
America. Scarcely a score of deaths 
are attributed to it in the registra- 
tion area of the United States an- 
nually. But as our knowledge of 
nutrition 
increases 
and 
doctors 


learn to apply the newer knowl- 
edge in diagnosis, we begin to rec- 
ognize an astonishingly wide preva- 
lence of milder degrees of the same 
disease right here in the heart of 
North America. The proof of the 
pudding is the therapeutic test — 
the uniform relief or cure obtained 
from restoring adequate supply of 
vitamin B to the daily regimen. 


A form of multiple or polyneuri- 


tis that terminates the career of 
many a steady, secret or perodic 
tippler was formerly called "alco- 
holic" neuritis, but is now recogniz- 
ed as plain beriberi. At his or her 
best times, the comparatively sober 
intervals, the intake of vitamin B 
is likely to be insufficient to main- 
tain vitc. or the most vigorous state 
of health. During a debauch the 
drinker refuses to eat or is unable 
to keep good food on his stomach: 
he depends almost entirely upon 
the calories he gets from alcohol to 
supply tljc feeble energy to carry 
him along. So his nutrition declines 
to the level of the wretched Orien- 
tal beggar or famine victim.

I has convinced me that it is a fas- 
cinating subject. However. I shall 
not attempt to describe the geolo- 
gical and archeological exhibits in 
technical terms, my knowledge is 
still too limited for that. 


In the geological halls we found 


meteorites, various types of rocks, 
and ores, semi-precious and preci- 
ous stones, and 
fossils' 
remains' 


found in rocks. Some 
of 
these 


specimens were of local 
origin, 


others came from far-off places. 


In looking over the exhibit of 


silicates I recalled one of my most 
disappointing 
childhood 
discov- 


eries: that diamonds were not pink. 
The fiist diamond 'I saw was on a 
»ing worn by my teacher and when 


I was told that the "glass" stone in 
her ring was a diamond. I was so 
disappointed that for 
days 
the 


world was a dreary place to me. 


Wild roses were 
my 
favorite 


flower, pink my favorite color and 
diamonds should have been pink, 
clear pink with a frosty surface 
just like rose-silicate. I still think 
a beautifully cut piece of rose-sili- 
cate would make an exquisite jewel 
and no doubt if silicate were as 
rare a stone as diamond it would 
be as highly esteemed. 


For the benefit of those who are 


interested in studying 
fossils 
I 


should like to mention a local spot 
where such fossils as brachiopods 
pelccypods and verities can be 
found by 
the 
thousands 
This 


place is the gully west of the left- 
:iand bridge, going north, near the 
Cascade falls on highway 57 a few 
miles north of Green Bay. 


The upper strata of the gully is 


composed of 
layers 
of Niagara 


limestone. Below this is the pale- 
green limestone known 
as Cin- 


cinnati shale and it is in this shale 
that the fossil remains can be seen. 
If you go down into the gully and 
pick up almost any flat pic'ce of 
shale you will find it covered with 
interesting fossil formations. 


Shale Beds Here 


In eastern Wisconsin the Cin- 


cinnati shale beds begin 
a 
few 


miles south of Sturgeon Bay. They 
follow the bay shore to the Fox 
river and then lie in a narrow 
strip a few miles east of the Fox 
to Lake Wmnebago whose eastern 
edge they border to the foot of 
the lake. From Fond du Lac -the 


shale beds follow a narrow mean- 
dering course south into Illinois. 
No doubt, all along the 
course 


there are other gullies where out- 
croppings of shale occur and it is 
possible that fossil remains can 
be found there as plentifully as at 
Cascade Falls. 


The ornithological halls at the 


museum 
interested 
me 
because 


they housed several mounted speci- 
mens I had never seen in other 
museums. 
One of these was the 


willet. a shore bird closely allied 
to snipes 
and 
sandpipers. 
One 


spring I came upon a largojgray 
and white bird just as I was round- 
ing a clump of shrubbery in Tank 
park. As soon as the bird saw me 
it flew up with a pretty little cry 
and disappeared. 


Ever since then I've been try- 


ing to discover the identity of the 
bird. 
I searched through every 


bird book I could find and the de- 
scnption of the willet answered 
my impression better 
than 
any 


other, but every description be- 
stowed upon the 
willet 
certain 


streaks and spots which I had fail 
ed to notice in that single glimpse 
Upon seeing the mounted sped 
men here I could see how easilj 
I could have 
overlooked 
these 


various colorations that day in the 
park. The common willet is mos 
often found along the southern At- 
lantic seaboard and the bird I saw 
must have been the western wil- 
let. which has been noted as far 
east as Iowa.

When the blos- 
som turns into a bean, the egg pro- 
ceeds to become a larva which eats 
the inside of the bean in much the 
same way that the codling moth in 
its larval state lives on the pulp of 
the apple. 


Gels Snarled Up 


This not only nourishes the larva 


but also gives it room to grow and 
It soon fills thc shell to capacity. 
This would be fine if jt weren't for 
the fact that at this point the larva 
starts to line the interior of the 
shell with silk and grow legs, both 
fore and aft. 


Between spinning silk and grow- 


ing legs, the larva gets pretty well 
snarled up and it isn't long before 
it is fretting and jerking around in 
ihe shell, tossing itself and its home 
up in the air. On a hot day, if a 
bean is fit, it can jump six or seven 
inches. On cold days jumping beans, 
or broncho beans as they are also 
called, are lethargic and won't 
budge. 


The larva transforms to the pupa 


stage and after six months to a 
year inside the bean, 
becomes a 


moth and flies away, leaving a mere 
husk behind. 
, 


Scientific curiosity became a bit 


too great 
and one of the beans 


which had failed to show any ac- 
tivity was dissected. The bean was 
merely a husk with a small larva 
inside, dead and dried up. filling 
only a small part of the shell.

I have found this type of reason- 


ing, illogical as it is. all too preva-

North's 
kins, far from being a vital card,

tain It was far more important for 
North to show a rebiddable spade 
suit than to have attached such im- 
portance to a king in an opponent's 
suit.

'OUT-OF-DOOR? 


SCENTS THAT MEAN "CENTS" 


TO THE TRAPPER 
BY CAL JOHNSON 
T 


RAPPING is 
an interesting 


and instructive art, because 
success in it requires study of 


the habits of the animals trapped. 
The best trapper is one who. in ad- 
dition to his knowledge, is the most 
familiar with his territory. His ob- 
servations extend throughout 
thc 


year and hi? eyes arc as open In thc 
early spring, just at the close of 
the season, as at thc beginning of 
autumn for signs of game, since the 
cardinal point of trapping consists 
n finding out the exact haunts of 
he quarry. 
Artificial scents are extensively 


used by trappers to give additional 
itrength of odor. There are many 
of them, the commonest being made 
by hanging pieces of eel. lake trout 
or other oily fish in bottles in the 
un. the resultant fish oil bein 
xirticularly malodorous to the trap- 
per, but quite the opposite to the 
ur bearers. 
Other "dopes" 
are 


nade of annis, catoreum, asafoetida 
cnnell, cummin,* musk and chipped 
ieccs of horse hoofs boiled to a 
ticky glue liquid. 
Trappers differ greatly in their 


estimates of the real value of scents, 
many ignoring them entirely. 
It 


can certainly do no harm and may 
be recommended to all but the most 
wary and careful, as it serves to 
counteract the human smell. A drop 
or two should be put on the bait and 
more sprinkled about the trap. The 
soles of the shoes may be smeared 
with it and a small bag filled with 
rags steeped in it may be dragged 
from several directions toward the 
traps or from trap to trap as the 
trapper proceeds on his grounds. 


When you decide to cook up a 


mess of scent be sure to do so in an 
outside shack away from your home 
kitchen fire, otherwise you will get 
in wrong with thc family and neigh- 
bors. The odor will penetrate thc 
atmosphere in volumes unbecoming 
to the average nose. 
Asafoetida, 


horse hoofs, pine needles and lard 
make a great sent for animals, 
but it's "phooey" to humans. Boil 
the "dope" together for about two 
hours, then place in a can and cover 
tight until ready for use. 


The price of raw fur will be 


higher this season and it will pay 
to trap. However, one must first 
learn thc secrets of the trade and go 
forth into a good territory and set 
his traps. Trapping is fun and a 
mighty interesting and healthful oc- 
cupation, but don't buy a lot 'of 
traps and equipment with the be- 
lief that anyone can catch fur bear- 
ing animals. It's an "art" in itself 
and when once mastered will be- 
come thc source of additional rev-

This is a unique 
and democratic system, one th'jt 
puts Wisconsin way out in front in 
Conservation. 


An open deer season this fall was 


voted by these representatives last 
summer after due consideration. It 
was done in an honest and business 
like way. Ever since that time some 
people in certain summer resort 
counties have been doing every- 
thing in their power to get the deer 
season closed. They did get the gov- 
ernor to cut two days off the pro- 
posed five day season. 


I do not question their sincerity, 


but I do think whatever success 
they have attained will be to the 
definite discredit of our new repre- 
sentative conservation system. Their 
rebellion is giving conservation in 
Wsconsin a severe setback.
